Actually, of 
course, it is wise to sow rather more 
seeds than the theoretical rninmum. 
You will save seed and time how­ 
ever, if instead of scattering seeds 
all along the drill you merely drop 
about three seeds at four or four and 
a half inch intervals. When the 
plants are well up. pull out all ex­ 
cept the strongest at each station; 
when half grown and beginning to 
touch one another, cut out every 
other one tor table use and leave the 
remainder to mature.

Seeds th a t germ inate slowly, such 
as carrots, parsley, and parsnips, 
should be sown m ere thickly th a n 
o thers 
because 
the seedlings 
are 
feeble, and the force of m any a c t­ 
ing together helps break th e soil 
cru st and bring the sprouts to th e 
surface. 
L iberty H. Bailey, dean of h o rti­ 
cu ltu ral 
teachers, 
expresses 
this 
opinion: “I t is m uch safer to sow* 
even excessive 
am ounts 
of seed, 
th a n to sow ju st as m any as are 
theoretically needed on a basis of 
th e num ber of m ature p la n ts to th e 
row'. T hinning is a process of se ­ 
lection, and the best are allowed 
to rem ain. It is evident th e chances 
of securing the best are 
g reater 
when th e gardener leaves one p la n t 
out of ten, rath er than one plant 
out of three.” 
Even Distribution 
B ut real selection is im possible if 
seeds are sown so thickly th e roots 
of tile tiny plants become entangled, 
an d it is impassible to rem ove sing­ 
le plants, w ithout disturbing n eig h ­ 
bors. The thickest sowing therefore 
should 
allow each 
seed sufficient 
space to develop as an individual. 
T he surest w'ay with sm all seeds 
is to take a few in th e hand, and 


let them fall through th e fin g ers1 
into the drill w hich has been pre-1 
pared. G et close to th e ground, and 
with a little practice you can quick- j 
ly acquire control so th a t the seeds 
will 
be 
evenly 
distributed, 
each 
sufficiently d ista n t from the next to 
prevent entanglem ent. 
Keep the seeds in line as well as 
you can. It helps to let th e garden 
line which was used in m aking the 
drill rem ain in place until the seeds 
have been dropped. 
Mix W ith Sand 
It helps to mix tile very small 
seeds w ith dry sand before you be- , 
gin to sow, using two or three tim es 
as m uch sand as seed. T his spreads 
the seeds out better. 
Large seeds may be sown in pairs, 
spaced at the d istan ce p lan ts are 
to stand. If both seeds grow one 
plant of the pair can be pulled up 
Bush beans, for exam ple, give good 
results when standing four inches 
apart in the row. By sowing seeds 
in pairs four inches ap art, an even 
stand is assured. In the case of 
beans, even if th in n in g is neglected 
and the twin p la n ts are allowed to 
m ature together th ere is little harm , 
but with plants of a d ifferent habit, 
thinning would be essential.

REDS OBJECT 
I 
REVEALING A 
SECRET PACT

Nuernberg, Germany, March 25 /P) 
—An objection by the Russian pros­ 
ecutor prevented counsel for Rudolf 
Hess from reading into the court 
record today excerpts from what he 
called a secret treaty concluded by 
Oermany and Russia three days be­ 
fore the Nazi attack on Poland. 
The lawyer asserted before the 
International Military Tribunal that 
the alleged treaty fixed spheres of 
Influence in Eastern Europe and that 
details were contained in an af­ 
fidavit submitted by Dr. Prederlch 
I Gaus, former German ambassador to 
Mosoow. 
I 
Soviet Prosecutor R A. Rudenko 
Jumped up to object to the reading 
of “surprise documents” before they 
1 were traaslated and submitted to 
the prosecution. 
"I don't know what kind of docu­ 
ments he Is Calking about,” Rudenko 
said. "It sounds like hearsay to me.” 
Asks For Molotov 
When Chief Justice Sir Geoffrey 
Lawrence sustained the objection, 
Hess' lawyer countered with: 
“In that case I must ask permis­ 
sion to call Soviet Foreign Com­ 
missar Molotov to establish if this 
agreement was not actually con-1 
eluded.” 
One provision of the alleged se­ 
cret agreement, the attorney said, 
was that Germany “declared Itself 
uninterested in three Baltic states 
—Latvia. Lithuania and Estonia— 
and Finland.” 
Tile Tribunal Ignored that request 
and the galleries tittered. 
Earlier, a document introduced by 
Hess’ counsel claimed that the form­ 
er deputy fuehrer had warned the 
| British government, a month after 
'he parachuted Into Scotland, that, 
the Nazis planned to establish con­ 
centration camps and to starve the 
British population if an attempt 
were made to continue the war after, 
an invasion of the Britisli isles.
